Party Organized to Elect Him 
-) President of Mexico 


HS UNGLE MAY SOON RETURN 


Builder of Disturbed Republic Names 
Conditions Upon Which He Is Will- 
ing to Lénd Aid to Réstore Peace— 
Governor of Aguas Calientes In Re- 
volt—Rebels Under Him Defeated 


Mexico City, March 1.—Felix Diaz 
accepted the candidacy for the presi- 
dency of Mexico offered him by a4 
committee représenting a party or- 
ganized for the sole purpose of secur- 
ing his election. 

Porfirio Diaz, former: president and 
builder of the Mexican republic, to- 
day has responded to the call of his 
native country. According to infor- 
mation from a source close to the gov- 
ernment, Porfirio Diaz has sent a 

cablegram to his nephew, Felix Diaz, 
giving the conditions upon which he 
will come back to help restore peace 
and prosperity. 

Portirio Diaz is said to disclaim any 
ambition to set himself up as the head 
of the government, saying his sole 
wish and ambition is to see tranquil- 
ity and prosperity restored in his na- 
tive land before he dies. 

There is a plan afoot, however, 
among the leaders of the old Diaz 
party which was swept out of power 
by Madero, to have Porfirlo made 
president of the republic under the 
election methods established by Por- 


firio at the time of his ascendency 
here. 
The plan suggested by Felix Di 


and consented to by Provisional Pres- 
ident Huerta provides for making 
Porfirio Diaz military dictator by pro- 
claiming him commander-in-chief of 
the army. 

If present plans are carried out 
Porfirio Diaz will sail for Vera Cruz 
from a French port about March 15, 
and should arrive here before April 1. 

General Hidalgo, with 1500 men 
and two batteries of artillery, gave 
battle to 2000 rebels under Alberto 
Fuentes, at Aguas Calientes. Heavy 
street fighting is going on there. 

Hidalgo’s men, according to reports 
received here, attacked the city at 
sunrise, bombarding the rebel posi- 
and machine 
Although they outnumbered 
the government forces the rebels were 
driven from their outposts and the 
federals entered the city, taking ref- 
uge in various buildings. 

Aguas Calientes lies in the state of 
the same name upon the Mexican 
Centra! railroad and has a population 
of 90,000. Many of the residents fled 
when Fuentes’ insurgent forces took 
the town. Alberto Fuentes was 
formerly the Maderist governor of the 
state and refused to recognize the 
Huerta-Diaz government. 

General Carranza’s Coahuila insur- 
gents have engaged the federal force 
near Monctova, and at last reports 
fighting was still going’ on there. 
General Aubert, who has been sent 
against the rebels under Francisco 
Villa, a Maderist, has been instruct- 
ed to execute all captured insurgents 
as bandits. 

This same method was employed 
when Juan Vargas, a government 
leader in Morelos, captured seven- 
teen followers of Emiliano Zapata, 
who had refused to swear allegiance to 
the Huerta-Diaz government, and af- 
ter executing them sent the follow- 
ing message to Huerta: 

“T have the honor to report the exe- 
cution of seventeen bandits taken in 
outlawry and rebellfon. ie 


SIX THOUSAND OUT 


Women’s Garment Workers’ Strike Is 
Begun at Boston 

Bostcr, March 1.—Six thousand 
girls, women and men employes of 
more than 150 shops making women’s 
garments, went on strike yesterday 
to enforce wage demands and better 
working conditions. 

With their organization nucleus al- 
ready long perfected, immediate ac- 
tion followed the first gatherings. 
Pickets were thrown out at once be- 
fore unorganized shops, and vigilant 
members brought groups, large and 
small, to the union quarters. 

Large forces of police were distrib- 
uted about the strike zone, but no 
disturbances were reported. 

A large percentage of the strikers 
range from girls of 15 to women. 
There are few men among them. 


SAVES LITTLE GIRL’S LIFE 


But Brave Brakeman May Lose His 
‘ Own as a Result 

Hartford, March 1.—In a success- 
ful effort to save the life of a little 
girl who bad strayed from her moth- 
er’s side directly in the path of an ap- 
proaching train, William Moran, s 
New Haven railroad brakeman, wag 
terribly injured when he fell undeg 
the wheels of the engine. 

He was taken to a hospital after 
an ambulance surgeon's tourniquet had 
been applied to the wounded leg, but 
at the hospital the house surgeons 
amputated the left leg and expressed 
grave doubts for Moran's recovery.

Liquor Measure Becomes Law by Ao. 
tion of the House 

Washington, March 3.—By a vote 
of 244 to 95 the house repassed over | 
the president’s veto the Webb bill | 
prohibiting shipments of intoxicating 
liquors into “dry” states. The senate 
passed it over the veto Friday night 
by a wide margin over the necessary 
two-thirds, and the bill now becomes 
law.

Word building is as much a piece 
of carpentry as is house building.

ed 


i | 

For example, the old word for 
“neighbor” was “sib.” One's good 
neighbor was known as one’s “good 
sib." This became shortened to 
‘godsib,’ and later to “gossip.” Then 
the word's whole meaning changed 
and gossip no longer meant good 
neighbor, but applied to the sort of 
talk exchanged between good neigh- 
bors. 

Take the word “farmer,” too. The 
old word for “farmer” was “boor.” 
(And “boor” later was used for de-, 
scribing farmer-litke or rough per- 
sons.) The farmer living nearest to 
one was known as the “nighboor,” 
and this phrase, in course of time, 
was twisted to “neighbor.” 

You've heard the proverb, “Little 
pitchers have big ears.” Well, it 
doesn’t refer to the utensil that holds 
water or goes to the corner side door. 
“Pitcher” was a slang term with 
some such meaning as our word “chap” 
or “fellow.” Thus, “Little fellows 
have “big ears” is a more sensible 
rendering of the proverb.—Chicago 
Journal,

Italy is using all her influence with 
the Balkan states to induce them to ob- 
serve moderation in their demands on 
Turkey and thus bring about peace at 
an early date. Italian officials have 
pointed out to the Balkan adminis- 
trations that such an attitude would 
Strengthen the sympathy of Europe 
towards their cause. 

A dispatch to The Times from 
Vienna says the demobilization of the 
Austria-Hungarian troops in Galacia 
will begin today, and both Austria 
and Russia will issue demobilization 
decrees not later than Thursday. The 
demobilization, however, will only be | 
partial. | 

According to these reports com- |

SAVES HIS CASH 


Paymaster Courts Death by 
Shouting For Help 


YOLOUP IN RAILROAD STATION 


Negro’s Order of “Hands Up” 
Obeyed at Point of Revolver While 
Hundreds of People Are Within 
Easy Call—Bandit Disappears in 
Excited Crowd as Assistance Comes 


Boston, March 6.—Paymaster 
Warner A. Holt of the Boston and 
Albany railroad was held up at the 
point of a revolvér in the office at the 
South station yesterday afternoon just 
vefore closing time by a negro, who 
was frightened away by cries for help 
and arrival of assistance. 

Holt, with the muzzle of the re- 
volver a yard from his face, saved 
his cash when he yelled for assist- 
ance. The robber, believed to be a 
former Pullman porter, made his es- 
cape. 

The holdup was one of unusual 
daring. In one of the myriad of offi- 
ces, room 317, on the third floor of 
the station, with hundreds of people 
within easy call, the negro attempted 


| his robbery. 


Opening the door without hesita- 
tion, the man, described as six feet 
in height and of athletic build, walked 
over to the paymaster’s grating. He 
shoved a revolver through the open- 
ing and ordered Holt to throw up his 
hands. The paymaster obeyed but 
screamed lustily for help at the same 
time, although expecting to see the 
hammer cf the gun fall any second. 

Two messenger boys who happened 
to be in the*corridor adjacent, hear- 
ing the cries, beat a retreat, at the 
same time continuing the warning in 
lusty response to that of the pay- 
master 

Without lowering his revolver the 
hold-up man stepped to the door, saw 
the messenger boys scurrying along, 
and then decided it was time for him 
also to run. 

Frank McDermott, employed in one 
of the nearby offices, also came to the 
scene, but the negro was in flight. 
McDermott also spread the alarm. 

By this time a large number of the 
employes began “te arrive from many 
offices, and hearing of the escapade, 
joined in the pursuit of the would-be 
robber, who was heading down the 
back stairs with his revolver still in 
his hand. 

The crowd and the commotion, 
however, aided the man in making 
his escape. Once outside the office 
section of the building he mixed with 
the usual early evening commuters, 
and from the station his movements 
could not be traced. 

Policeman Buckley, who {is _ sta- 
tioned on the crossing near the en- 
trance of the South station, was noti- 
fied, and after a look around went to 
Holt’s office. 

The paymaster told him he had 
about $900 in his office ready to put 
in the safe, when he was commanded 
to throw up his hands. McDermott 
informed the officer that the man 
looked like a former Pullman porter, 
and a hunt for the erstwhile em- 
ploye was at once started. 

The police believe the man who at- 
tempted the work must have been 
fairly well acquainted with the in- 
terior of the building and the ways 
ot the office. 7

The German physician, who was of- 
fered $1,000,000 by a New York 
banker if he effected ninety-five cures 
in 100 cases, has received authority 
from the United States government to 
make tests here, it is said, but even 
with this authority there are state and 
municipal laws which hedge the prac- 
titioner about. 

While cries of “fraud” and “mounte- 
bank” are ringing about him from 
New York doctors and public health 
authorities, Friedmann Is stubbornly 
going ahead. He has promised to

The 
doctor is sorting the letters into 
classes representing various sections 
of the United States, and it is his in- 
tention to offer to treat ten patients 
in each district. The selections are 
to be made by a board to be appoint- 
ed by the treasury department of the 
United States government.

In Montreal 
he will demonstrate before the Royal 
Edward institutions.

tural steel work. A mixture of dry 
sand and cement is shot from a noz- 
zle by compressed air. A second hote 
delivers to the same nozzle a supply 
of water under pressure, and the mix- 
ture of sand, cement and water is 
shot out with a velocity of about 350 
feet a second. The nogzle is arranged 
to produce a thorough wetting of the 
material. As the mixture strikes the 
surface to be covered, the coarse sand 
grains rebound until the fine cement 
mortar, which adheres immediately, 
has formed a plastic base in which the 
coarse particles become imbedded. A 
covering of any required thickness is 
then rapidly built up 

One of these guns has been used 
on the Panama canal in covering the 
sides of the Culebra cut with cement, 
to prevent the unstable earth from 
sliding into the canal.

A Russian 
Episode 


in Which a Passport Plays 
an Important Part 


By EDWARD R. CHANDLER 


At twenty-two years of age | found 
myself with a fortune and my own 
mistress, My parents had died when 
1 was a little girl, and | was brought 
up by an aunt, who had a family of 
her own and was not sorry when I be- 
came independent of her, though she 
had nothing to-do with my support. 
For sowe years it bas been considered 
quite allowable for American girls of 
independent character and means to 
travel abroad by themselves without 
escort.

New York, March 10.—Dr. John F. 
Anderson, director of the hygenic 
laboratory of the public health and 
marine hospital service, and Dr. A. 
M. Stimson, surgeon of the service, 
arrived here from Washington to con- 
fer with Dr. Friedrich F. Friedmann 
on his serum ‘treatment of tubercu- 
losis. The two government officials 
requested a sample of the serum with 
with they will return at once to Wash- 
ington. 


In making its tests the government |} 


will not risk innoculating human be- 
ings with the serum. The govern- 
ment will devote the next few months 
to experiment with it on monkeys. 
it is announced on the authority of 
Surgeon General Blue that these tests 
will be thorough to the last degree 
and entrely fair to Freidmann. 


Dr. Friedmann, who has treated | 


seventeen more persons who have 
varying forms of tuberculosis, leaves 
here tonight for Montreal. There he 
will demonstrate his serum and ad- 
dress an association for the preven- 
tion of tuberculosis. 

Dr. Friedmann had a two hours’ 
conference with Dr. Brannan, presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of Belle- 
vue hospital. He explained the 
preparation of his serum and his 
method of treatment. Brannan later 
said he was favorably impressed by 
the personality of the German physi- 
clan. 

The seventeen patients were treated 
at the offices of Dr. Mannheimer and 
Dr. Stern, at 41 West Fifty-first 
street, in the presence of fifteen 
physicians. The patients were warned 
to say nothing to newspaper men of 
the treatment. Eleven of them were 
suffering from pulmonary tuberculo- 
Sis, one had the disease in the hip, 
two in the knees, two in the bladder 
and kidney and one in the glands. In 
the case of one of the patients with 
tuberculosis of the knee, his physician 
had decided to operate, but Is hav- 
ing the patient try the Friedmann 
method as another resort. 


Surgeon General’s Attitude 

Washington, March 10.—Surgeon 
General Blue says he is instituting the 
federal tests of the Friedmann cure 
with an “open mind,” determined to 
Secure a scientific and impartial 
judgment. This statement is taken to 
mean that the government's judgment 
will not be swayed by the success or 
failure of present tests, nor by the 
judgment of any physicians. 

In the federal laboratory the growth 
of the organism, the cleaning of dead 
tuberenlar tissues and every other 
phase of tubercular growth will be 
studied. The tests are expected to 


' extend over several months.

WARNING TO WOMEN 


Hatpin Law In Massachusetts Will Be 
Effective April 12 

Boston, March 10.—Governor Foss 
announced he would sign the bill to 
regulate the length of hatpins worn 
by women, probably today. This 
means the bill will go into effect on 
April 12.

insult. It had even been anticipate 
that just snch an attempt would be 
mede. Queen Mary is much oppose 
to the methods of the English mili- 
tants, and she has made no 
her aversion, so that it was felt thai 
any time the opportunity presented it 

self she would be made to feel the 
resentment of the women whose meth 

has daeeads: But notwith- 
standing all these forewarnings ant 
all these extra precautions the wom- 
en arrested succeeded in their plans 
of petitioning to royalty direct. 

No king and queen in all English 
history have ever had their triumphal 
parade to parliament so interrupted. 
To be so confronted in the capital 
city of his great empire makes an ex- 
traordinary page in the history of the 
reign of King George and Queen 
Mary. 

The women awaited the coming of 
James park, 
and the royal equipage had no soon- 
er reached them than they broke 
through.troops and police to reach the 
carriage. They carried the petitions 
in rolls tled with the suffrage colors, 
and brandished them above their 
heads as they cried: “Votes for wom- 
en! Votes for women!” They suc- 
ceeded in throwing at least one of 
their petitions into the royal carriage 
before the police were able to seize 
them and place them under arrest. 
There were five women in the party. 

The king flushed at the acts of the 
women, although otherwise passing 
the act as being not worthy of his at- 
tention. Still it was his caution, 
given quietly to one of his aides, that 
the women should not be harmed, 
that assured the women all protection 
and prevented their being severely 
handled by the crowd, who, stirred 
by ugly rumors of an attemut to as- 
sault the king and queen, were angry 
enough to deal a summary ‘vengeance. 
They followed the arrested women, 
jeering and hooting until they were 
placed in jail.

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A DESPERATE

The governor's action was an- 
nounced less than two hours after the 
senate, by a unanimous vote, had 
adopted a resolution requesting the 
governor to refer the charges against 
the superintendent “to an impartial 
tribunal for consideration and deter- 
mination.” 

Governor Sulzer’s order of removal 
states that Scoit has been “inefficient, 
incompetent, derelict and neglectful} 
of duty.” In a statement accompany- 
ing the order the governor reviews the 
charges and Scott’s reply to them 
and adds: 

“I consider that the answer of Su- 
perintendent Scott evades rather than 
meets these serious and substantial 


charges.” 


Scott issued a statement after his 
removal, in which he said in part | 
“The charges upon which the sov- |

Scutari, shall be ceded by Turkey to} 
the aliles. 

“Second—tTurkey shall cede the is- 
lands in the VEgean sea to the allies. 

“Third—Turkey shall renounce all 
her interest in the islands of Crete. 

“Fourth—The porte shall consent in 
principle to the payment of a war in- 
demnity the amount of which shall 
be fixed when peace has been con- 
cluded, and also to the payment of 
private individuals of compensation 
in the deliberations regarding the in- 
demnities. 

“Fifth—tThe allies reserve the right 
to settle by definite treaty of peace 
the treatment to be shown their sub- 
jects and their trade in the Ottoman 
empire as well as the guarantees to be 
given regarding the privileges of the 
orthodox churches and the legal) 
standing of their racial brothers who 
are Ottoman subjects.”

GETS SIXTY-DAY REPRIEVE 


Mulraney Was to Have Paid Death 
Penalty This Morning 

Albany, March 17.—Governor Sul- 
zer granted a reprieve of sixty days to 
John Mulraney, sentenced to be elec- 
trocuted at Sing Sing prison this 
Morning for the murder of Patrick 
McHreen known as “Paddy the 
Priest,” a New York saloon keeper 
in October, 1911. 

After repeatedly declaring he would 
not interfere, the governor was moved 
to act by a personal appeal from the 
condemned man, in which he declared 
that unless reprieved he would go to 
his death “the victim of the under- 
world's honor” which 
demns “a squealer” as the “most con- 
temptible on earth.” 

Mulraney asked for the respite so 
he might be given an opportunity to 
bring forward new evidence which he 
claims will prove his innocence. Mul- 
raney was dressed in his execution 
garments and the chair was prepared 
for him when the reprieve arrived.

HELEN KELLER TO LECTURE. 
Edwin Bower Hesser announces the 
first Boston appearance of Miss Helen 
Keller and her teacher Mrs. Macy at 
Tremont Temple March 24. Miss Kel- 
ler will delivér an address on “The 
Heart and the Hand”—really, the 


| story of her remarkable life. 


Helen Keller has been known to the 
world ever since she was seven years 
old, when the first reports of her ed- 
ucation were published, telling how a 


| deaf blind child had learned to read 


and write In six months. Her life has 
been an unbroken series of triumphs 
over obstacles. Deaf and blind at the 
age of nineteen months she remained 
in intellectual darkness until she was 
nearly seven. Then Mrs. Macy a 
graudate of the Perkins Institution 
where Dr. Howe had done his great 
work with Laura Bridgman, went to 
Helen Keller’s home in Alabama, and 
began her education. At the age of 
ten Helen Keller learned to speak. At 
sixteen she was preparing for college. 
She graduated from Radcliffe Col- 
lege in 1904, receiving the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts cum laude. While 
she was in college she wrote “The 
Story of My Life,” which has been 
translated into fifteen languages. 

During the past year she has taken 
another step forward in her remark 
able career. Under the instruction at 
the New England Conservatory of 
Music, she has greatly improved her 
speaking voice. During the summer 
of 1912 she spoke before a convention 
of teachers of the deaf at Providence, 
R. lL. This was the first time that she 
stood alone on a public platform. A 
few months later she addressed an 
audience of Physicians at the Oto- 
logical Congress held in Boston at the 
Harvard Medical School. The success 
of these experiments has encouraged 
her to appear before the general pub- 
lic. 

Recently at Carnegie hall, New 
York, Miss Keller made her first pub- 
lic lecture appearance, and to the top- 
most galleries her voice could be 
heard. Those who attended were en- 
thusiastic and her lecture at Tremont 
Temple will doubtles be a great suc- 
cess.

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Sponge as an Aniinal. 

Nothing is less like a living crea- 
ture than the common bath sponge, 
yet the fact remains that sponges do 
form a very important species of the 
animal kingdom, eating their food 
and living their lives much as any 
other animal would do. 

The actual existence of a spong 
commences with the separation from 
the parent of a tiny particle. This 
particle, whirling through space, event- 
ually attaches itself to a piece of 
rock, and from that time it seeks its 
own livelihood. 

At the very commencement, with 
some species of the sponge family, 
the baby sponges feed upon yolk cells, 
in which are stored food supplies. By- 
and-by, as the youngster develops, the 
currents in the water sweep into a 
kind of bag the minute particles of 
food required, and the same currents 
carry off undigested matter. 

There are many varieties of sponges 
found at different levels of the ocean, 
some clinging to rocks, others 
mud.

; son. They found some that James 
Prouty claimed had come from the 
Eaton homestead. Their persistent 


search for an arsenica! poison gives 
rise to the rumor that the expert ex- 
amination of the stomach and intes- 


tines of the dead man had shown 
traces of this kind of poison. 
Ik has been established that the 


authorities have completely eliminat- 


ed the fiatural death and _ suicide 
theories. Their constant and in- 
creasing activities, with the an- 
hnouncement of District Attorney 


Barker late last night that the biggest 
development thus far in the case 
would occur today at the inquest, 
tend to show that the theory of acci- 
dental death by poison is decidedly 
of secondary importance. 

Then, again, the persistent searches 
for peison by the authorities is most 
significant, Yesterday they visited 
the drug stores of Somerville. On 
Tuesday afternoon hardly had Mrs. 
June Keyes left the office of Dr. 
Kennison when an officer called to ex- 
amine the doctor’s poison record. 

The story of the second will came 
like a bombshell out of a clear sky 
yesterday afternoon. 

A neighbor said that Dorothy had 
expressed keen disappointment over 
her inability to find a will of the ad- 
miral which had been made out about 
six months previously naming her as 


\ the beneticiary. 


“Dorothy said that years ago the ad- 
miral had made out a will naming 
June and herself as the beneficiaries,” 
said the neighbor. 

“She further said that strife in the 
household had caused the admiral to 
draw up a second will in her favor and 
that after the admiral’s death she had 


| searched the house high and low for 


it without finding it. She told me she 
had found the old will and that Judge 
Kelley had it now in his possession.” 

There was a pathetic touch sur- 
rounding the visit of Detective Scott 
and Deputy Sheriff Congdon to the 
home of James Prouty, the old Eaton 
neighbor, yesterday afternoon. They} 
came to serve a summons on him. 
Prouty is feeble and 8S years of age. 
For some years previous to the ad-

and it died. 

This incident seemed to horrify the 
admiral, and one day when Prouty 
came over he told him to take the 
stuff away. 

That was the manner in which the 
poison found its way into the store-

Flagstaff, Ariz., March 21.—It has 
been discovered at the Lowell ob- 
servatory through spectroscope obser- 
vations that the nebulae in the Pleiades 
are illuminated by the reflected light 
of neighboring stars. 

It is regarded as a discovery of Im- 
portance to the astronomical world 
because of its direct bearing on the 
nature of thousands of other nebulae 
and on evolittion é the stellar sys- 
tem. 

The supposition has been that the 
nebulaé were seif-lighting, that is, 
that they were composed of fiery sub- 
stances.

Aémiral Eaton died suddenly on 


March 8. He was 66 years of age 


, but according to his friends had been 

in good health. Two days later the 
body was buried at Dracut, his for- 
iner home. There was no service at 
; the grave, and besides the undertak- 
ers and newspaper men only the 
' widow and a daughter by an earlier 
marriage witnessed the interment. 
There were no military honors. The 
rear admiral had thirty-nine 
; Years of service in the navy. He 
commanded the transport Resolute at 
medal of 
honor for his share in that battle 
He was born at Greenville, Ala. 

The present Mrs. Eaton was the 
admiral’s second wife and was former- 
ly the wife of D. H. Ainsworth, ones 
a clerk in the United States senate 
and later engaged in business in Bos- 
ton. Her father was George Harri- 
son, and the family home was at 
Alexandria, Va. Mrs. Eaton is 4 
years of age. The investigation de- 
veloped that her marired life had not 
| been altogether happy, and her ex- 
planation that her husband had died 
from an attack of indigestion did not 
satisfy the medical examiner, who 
performed an autopsy.

WHY A BASEBALL CURVES, 


| For the Same Reason That an Open 


Door Slams In a Draft. 

All bave wondered at some time or 
other why a door opened nearly to the 
limit will close when there is a draft 
or wind gving through the opening. 
Certainly the wind does not get in be- 
hind the dvor and shove it, for the 
draft is through the opening. 

The explanation of this fact Hes in a 
fundamental principle of moving fluids 
and Is the same principle that makes a 
baseball curve. Whenever there Is a 
current in the alr sidewise pressure Is 
least in that current, so when .the 
draft blows through the opening to the 
door the pressure on that side of the 


| door is decrensed, and consequently 


the pressure on the other side will 
start slowly to move the door, making 
it go faster and faster till the door 
swings into the draft itself and starts 


| going in the direction of the draft. 


When it does so go in this direction 
of course the draft helps it along, be- 
cause it Is now not the sidewise mo- 
tion that counts, but the forward mo- 
tion 

When a ball is rotated in the air it

Swinging From a Broken Cable, With 
Death Almost Certain on the Floor 
of the Rocky Canyon Far Below, He 
Took a Desperate Chance and Won. 


| Some persons have more than thelr 
| fair shure of adventure. Of this fortu- 
nate—or unfortunnate—class is Mr. W. 
. Gilbert. the hero of an extraordi- 
nary experience told by Mr R. D. 
Strong in the Wide World Magazine.

Fate of the Great Race That Has Left 
Only Traces Behind, 

What became of the people who 
built the Cuzco rulus? Were they the 
ancestors of “those stolid and down- 
trodden Indians whom one sees today 
peddling their rude wares in the mar- 
ket place of Cuzco?” Mr. Bryce dis- 
cusses the question in his “South 
America.” He says: 

“The sudden fall of a whole race is 
an event so rare in history that one 
seeks for explanations. It may be 
that not only the royal Inca famlly. 
but nearly the whole ruling class, was 
destroyed in war, leaving only the 
peasants, who bad already been serfs 
under their native sovereigns. But 
one is disposed to believe that the tre- 
mendous catastrophe which befell 
| them in the destruction at once of 
their dynasty, their empire and their 

religion by fierce conquerors, incom- 
parably superior in energy and knowl- 


| edge, completely broke not only the 
| spirit of the nation, but the self re- 
| spect of the individuals who compos- 
ed it. 
| “They were already a docile and 
| submissive people, and now under a 
| new tyranny, far barsher than that of 
| rulers of their own blood, they sank 
| Into hopeless apathy and ceased to re- 
|} member what their forefathers had 
been. The intensity of their devotion

| “The conquistadores were wise in

COLORED EASTER EGGS. 
ITHOUT colored eggs Easter will 
not seem like Euster to the chil- 
dren. 
Care should be taken to use dyes that 
will not be unwholesome if the eggs 


areenten. Vegetable dyes are the best. 
A little cochineal, which makes the 
shells a brilliant red, will do no barm. 


Gayly Tinted Shells. 

Yellow Eggs.—Satfron will color eggs 
a beautiful yellow. A “greenery yal- 
lery” tint is given to eggs by boiling 
in water in which a teaspoonful of cur- 
ry powder bas been dissolved. 

Red Eggs.—An exquisite bright red 
may be obtained by boiling the eggs in 
water in which a bit of cochineal has 
been placed, or if pink is desired put 
in less cochinent. 

Green Eges.—For a beautiful green 
use spinach. The coloring matter ts 
mude by boiling the vegetable rapidly 
for ten minutes, then pressing out the 
juice thronch a fine sieve. adding a 
smull quuntity of water to the Juice 
and boiling the eggs in the mixture. 

Eges With Patterns.—Another easy 
way is to tie the exg firmly in a piece 
of colored material, drop into boiling 
waiter and the colors of the fabric will 
uppear ou the egg after having bolled 
slowly for half an hour. Pieces of 
cloth on which there are fancy pat- 
terns are the best for the purpose, 
the patterns transferred to the 
shell give it a handsome appearance. 


Name on the Shell. 

Decorated Eggs.—Decorated eggs are 
even more fun thao plain ones. One 
of the simplest ways of ornamenting 
eggs is to write on it the child's name 
and the date or to draw some simple 
design with the end of a match that 
beep sharpened and dipped in 
grease. This is done before the egg is 
put into the coloring matter. The 
grease will not take color, so that the 
name or design will appear white after 
the egg ts colored. 

Blown Eges.—For blown eggs a small 
bole nny be made at each end of the

Klotz, the draftsman in the office of 
President Miller of the 
Bronx, who Was mortally injured 
March 21 by the premature explosion 
cof a bomb he was making, confessed 
that he constructed and sent the in- 
fernal machines which caused the

as Grace Taylor, and Mrs. Madeline 
Herrera and up the apartment 
of General Sessions Judge Rosalsky. 

His death came a few minutes after 
the completion of the narrative. The 
confession was made voluntarily after 
the surgeons had notified Klotz he 
had only a few hours to live. 

The admission of Klotz that he sent 
the Herrera and Rosalsky bombs 
clears John P. Farrell, now in’ the 
Tombs charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Herrera. 

Klotz confessed, according fo the 
police statement, that he sent the 
bomb to Rosalsky because he “didn’t 
like him.” The agitation at the time, 
which was during the effort of Folke 
ik. Brandt to obtain his release from 
prison, influenced him, Klotz admit- 
ted.in reply to a question. Rosalsky 
sentenced Brandt to thirty years in 
Dannemora for a robbery in the home 
ot Mortimer L. Schiff, where Brandt 
had been a valet. Brandt recently was 
released. 

Asked why he had sent the Grace 
Taylor bomb, he replied: “I don't 
know why; that’s all.” 

Later he admitted it was on account 
of a quarrel he had had with her. 

The police collected evidence which 
led them to believe Klotz was enraged 
over having been forbidden Mrs. 
Taylor's home after one of the young 
women who lived with her rejected 
his attentions. When pressed about 
the Herrera bomb, after first denying 
he sent it, Klotz, the police state-

| ment says, in reply to repeated ques- 


tions, finally hodded his head affirm- 


| atively and added he sent it “for ex- 


perimental purposes.’ 

He was growing very weak as this 
stage of the questioning was reached 
and shortly afterward died without 


| explaining in what the “experiment’ 


consisted. Almost the last words he 
gasped before he died were: 

“Please save my father and family 
all the humiliation you can.” 

Klotz seems to have had a mania 
for collecting firearms and experi- 


his home was a veritable arsenal and 
quantities of gunpowder and chemi- 
cals for making explosive combina- 
tions were found there when detect- 
ives searched it after he was injured 
by a bomb he was making. 

He denied all connection with the 
three explosions. Evidence was found 
which, in the opinion of the police, 
connected him closely with the bomb 
one of the most important 
clues being a diary in which he made 
cryptic entries of a similar character
